Soviet Power Game Wouldn't 
Get Vote of World's People

"The veto is a powerful politi- j 
cal tool. There are no such sim- 
pletons here as would let it drop. 
Perhaps we use it more, but that 
. is because we are in the minority 
'$? and the veto balances power." 


.Those frank words were spoken 


by Russia's Andrei Vishinsky be- 
fore the Political Committee of the 
UN General Assembly. They are 
not encouraging. Yet they consti- 
tute, in a way, one of the more 
admirable statements yet made in 
the Paris sessions. They are un- 
doubtedly honest. They are not 
iced over with diplomatic 
nice- 
ties. 


With them Mr. Vishinsky 
did 
much to wipe away the Russian 
,*l pose of desiring peace and work- 
^ irig for the good of "the people-." 


He admitted that Russia is playing 
a power game and using the veto 
just as it was meant to be used. 


Certainly the Soviet government 


is the worst and most frequent of- 
fender in perverting the instrument 
of the UN to the uses of power 
politics. At the some time it is 
hard to challenge his assertion that 
"there are no such 
simpletons 
here" as would let the veto drop. 
If the rest of the Big Five had 
not wanted the veto in the first 


f/ place, they uurely would have chal- 


lenged its inclusion when the UN 
Charter was being framed in San 
Francisco. 


The Charter was written and a- 
greed to by men who for tho most 
part sincerely wanted an interna- 
tional organization that would re- 
ally insure peace. But they 
were 


reared and schooled in the world of 
power politics, a world in which not 
only national security but national 
cdvantage and prestige are para- 
mount. They could see how others 
a niight abuse the veto power — as 
•™ it has been abused—but they were 


afraid to be without it for their own 
protection. 


This docs not fit in with the ideal- 


istic concept of the United Nations. 
And the noncent has tn be idealist- 
ic. The old pattern of thought need- 
ed to be replaced. 


.Mr. Vishinsky, being an old-school 


and.particularly hara'-hcaded diplo- 
matist, thinks of those who would 
replace the old thought pattern as 
"simpletons." They are the ones 
who would conceive of the 
UN as

Some 45 persons were dead. Hun- 


dreds were injured. Other hundreds 
were homeless and thousands were 
marooned in the 
blizzard 
area.

The heaviest toll of lives

.tornadoes which struck in Arkan- 
jsas, Louisiana and 
Kansas. The 


lumber mill town of Warren, Ark. 
!JO miles south of Little Rock, was 
the target of the most devastating 
blow. At least 41 were killed and 
between 250 and 400 injured in the 
community of 7.500.

Washington Jan. 4 —(/P)—Speak- 


er Rayburn predicted today that 
congress will act before Jan. 20 
to give President Turuman more 
pay— or at least to increase "the 
emoluments of his office." - 


And he told a news conference 


rie is "very much in favor" of a 
pension for presidents after they 
leave the White House. 


Rayburn said Mr. Truman final- 


ly has trimmed the White House 
rood bill to around $2000 a month. 
He didn't say what it used to be. 


But after the economizing Ray- 


burn said Mr. Truman still has 
only $4200 left out 
of his $75000 


salary each year to clothe himself 
his wife aid daughter. Taxes the 
food bills and other expenses leave 
only that. 


"I think" he said "that's shav- 


ing it pretty close." 


A presidential pension bill was 
the first measure introduced in the 
new congress. Offered by Rep. 
O'Toole (D-NY) it would give for- 
mer presidents $25,000 a year. At 
the moment only Herbert Hoover 
would be eligible. 


Rayburn said congress 
doesn't 


have to act hurriedly on that add- 
ing with a grin: "I hope Mr. Tru- 
man will live to be the next presi- 
dent 8, 12 or 16 years from now."
